Fact* A bout D ust. 
Of all other factors, perhaps dust has 
its considerab le p art in the process of 
nature, for microscopic atm osphere does 
not alw ays consist of the coarse mot** 
w hich m ay b e som etimes seen in the 
p ath of a sunb eam. There is much that 
is w onderful and m ysterious concealed 
in the existence of dust, for ev en in the 
pure air, at an elev ation of 4,000 feet, 
it has b een ascertained that there are 
ab out 84,000 dust particles per cub ic 
inch, b ut In a room in a crowded city 
they w ould am ount to no less than 80,- 
000,000 p articles jxr cub ic inch. It w ill 
b e, therefore, easy to understand how 
im p ortant an influence this inv isib le 
dust m ust exercise ov er the health con­ 
ditions of a highly sensitiv e oj-ganism. 
A lthough their chem ical analysis 
is 
difficult the more exact elem ents of 
these dust p articles can b e scientifically 
determ ined. These m inute atoms an* at 
first, microscopic, b ut b ecome v isib le and 
art* ev er increased b y contact w ith the 
surrounding land and water. 
Perhaps, 
howev er, that w hich concerns atmos­ 
p heric hygiene most Ls the liv ing organ­ 
isms contained among the dust particles, 
or b acteria, as we call them .—N ational 
Board of H ealth M agazine.
